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that would be at the end of the out biennium.

SENATOR CHANBERS: S o we would have to do quite a bit of cutting
to close that gap if we were going to do it by way of cutting,
w ould y o u ag r e e ?

SENATOR RAIKES: Yes, I would.

SENATOR CHAMBERS: And we wou ld ha v e to cut larg e items,
otherwise w e wouldn't achieve any thing of cons equence by
nibbling at locations where relatively small a m ounts of mon ey
are fo un d , wou l d y o u a g r ee ?

SENATOR RAIKES: I would agree. For example, the prize money at
the State Fair would not be a major difference.

SENATOR C HAMBERS: Exact ly, so that would mean the university
system, that would be one of the areas.

SENATOR RAIKES : Ye s .

SENATOR CHAMBERS: Would you agree?

SENATOR RAIKES: Yes, it would.

SENATOR CHANBERS: W ould aid to public education be one area?

SENATOR RAIKES: W e ll, with that big a number, it would have to
be, I would think.

SENATOR CHAMBERS : What about aid to mun icipalities a nd
c ount i e s ?

SENATOR RAIKES: A gain, I think that' s...that would all have t o
be part of the solution.

SENATOR C HAMBERS: We are not mandated by the constitution, are
we, to give any state money to cities and counties, are we?

SENATOR RAIKES: I think we' re not, yes.
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
